rectly by a national of the United States on. the date
of the loss and if con31dered shall be cons1dered only
to- the extent the clalm hds been held by ‘one or more
nationals of the Unlted States contlnuously théreafter
until the date of filing with the CommlsS1on

Thus,.in order for the Commrss1on to favorab?ylconsiaer & claim filed
under Title V of the Act, it m;st be estahlished that (l)'thevsubject
property was owned in whole or in part by a n;tional of the United‘States
on the date of mationalization or other takingi~and (2) that the claim
arlslng as a result of such natlonallzatlon has been contlnuOusly OWned

thereafter in whole or- in part by a natlonal of the United States to the

— date of filing claim w1th the Commlss1on. (See Claim of Joseph Dallos

Hollp, Claim No. CU 0101, 25 FCSC Semiann. Rep. 46" [July Dec. 1966] )
Tropical Gas Co., a corporation organlzed under the laws of the
Republlc of Panama Wh1ch~does not quallfy as a national of the United
States, filed Clalm No. CU-3018 and petltloned the CommlsS1on to be allowed
to, act as agent for its consenting United States natlonal stockholders.
fhis petltlon was granted by the Comm1ss1on.
The subm1351ons of Tr0p1ca1 Gas Co., Inc. included a list of 886
_stockholders who so consented at a meeting of April 27, 1967. Claims for
such stockholders were openedvon that basis.
{bThe Company certified as of September 6, 1968 the names of certain of
‘
those stockholders who owned stock on the date of loss and to at least the

date of fillng of its clalm on May 1, 1967.
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Howevé.vr, counsel's letter of later date, -vl,)Jecember 16, 1968 discloses
t;ﬁat the Company was qnable to certify thai; the claimént herei'n owned
stock on the date of loss and to at least May 1, 1967.
Since it has mot been established that the claimant herein owned
f;it;ite‘rests in property which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise
taken by the Government of Cuba on the datéa of loss, the Commission finds
that this claim is not within the purview of Title V of the Act. Accordingly,.
it is
ORDERED that this claim be and it is ixereby dismissed.
